Administrative Support Sub- 
Committee: Reviews and grades student papers, provides 
administrative assistance to school’s main office, library, 
counselors, teachers and nurses;- oversees food basket drives 
and Adopt-A-Family program.

Tucked in a comer of Southwest D.C., in the shadow of the 
landscaped grounds of Fort McNair, lies a venerable insti¬ 
tution of Washington. The Southwest Community House 
on Second and Q Streets has presided over this community 
for over 95 years. 

On June 18, the Southwest House will be honoring a 
community leader with its Father Norman Haddad 
Community Service Award at its Fourth Annual Awards 
Reception: This year’s theme, “Building Community One 
Friend At a Time,” highlights the direct, individualized ser¬ 
vices the organization provides. The event is also its only 
fundraiser of the year, to which all community residents and 
leaders are invited. 

One of the? oldest agencies of- its kind in the nation, 
Southwest House provides social services to the economi¬ 
cally less privileged and serves as a catalyst to promote 
community and individual growth. y 

While the white external paint on the old brick Victorian 
is peeling and its front age-worn wooden steps groan under 
the weight of community woes, 1 inside Southwest House 
serves up hope through a variety of direct services to resi¬ 
dents of all ages. 

Youth are the focus of many of the newer programs of 
Southwest House. The Dollars for Scholars project invites 
children in grades 3 through 12 to bring in their report cards 
to the House. Scholars are encouraged with monetary 
rewards between $3 and $10 depending on age, plus $5 for 
perfect attendance. More than 200 children received posi¬ 
tive reinforcement for their academic achievements in last 
year’s program. 

The House also began a tutorial program for elementary 
youth, operated a five-week Summer Enrichment Program 
at Jefferson Junior High School focused on developing 
. computer skills, a summer jobs orientation program, among 
other ongoing initiatives. 

Adults also receive attention at the House. Through cri¬ 
sis intervention, Southwest House helps about 50 people

Theater Review

SUNDAY IN THE PARK 
WITH GEORGE 


“Arena Stage and Signature Theater present Sunday in the 
Park with George.” This phrase appears on the program 
cover for the musical now showing at Arena’s Kreeger 
Theater, It sounds simple enough - as though it were a com¬ 
mon occurrence. But be assured it is not. These two local 
organizations have developed a first rate musical theater 
production that would have been well received in New York 
and deserves the support of Washington’s serious-theater 
and music lovers. The: combined creative talent and 
resources of Arena and Signature have made it possible for 
us to enjoy a rarely performed Sondheim/Lapine classic in 
a production that does justice to its creators. 

The musical; centers around the creation of the artist 
George Seurat’s masterpiece, “Sunday Afternoon on the 
Island of La Grand latte,” In the first Act we watch Seurat 
develop the painting, meet the people represented in the 
scene and then watch as the painting itself miraculously 
appears before us. We come to know Seurat and his mis-, 
tress/model Dot as their love affair plays out in the midst of 
an artist’s creative drive and passion. The second Act brings 
us to the present with Seurat’s great-great grandson strug¬ 
gling with today’s problems and issues that the modem 
artist must face. 

It would be difficult if not impossible to single out por¬ 
tions of the production that warrant special attention. The 
cast is flawless in every respect - especially Sal Viviano and 
Liz Larsen as Seurat and Dot.. The costumes, setting, light¬ 
ing, music all combine to give us an evening of absolute 
pleasure and delight, I have now seen the work of Director 
Eric Schaeffer at both Signature and Arena; he manages to 
bring out the very best in both Signature’s, small space and 
the more elaborate and technically sophisticated resources 
of Arena. Obviously real talent and creativity are not limit¬ 
ed by material and space. 

One of the characters sings, “Art Isn’t Easy.” What 
could be more true? Mounting a musical like this today is 
a challenging, frustrating and demanding task. And these 
two theater groups have come together to give us a theatri¬ 
cal experience that challenges the mind, the heart and the 
spirit. The music is not the confrontational MTV nor the 
easily accessible “The King and I.” But it is sharp and intel¬ 
ligent and rewarding. The text of the show requires us to 
think - to consider what real art is and what creativity 
requires of those who gives their lives to it. To. miss this 
show is a tragedy for anyone who loves real theater, serious, 
complex music and ideas that challenge the commonplace.
